A. G. Kunderd, Gladiolus King, 
Expresses Hope That Fream 
Will Come True in 
Decade. 


HEALTH TALK 


Goshen, Ind.—Motorists who pause 
along the Lincoln Highway west of 
hero to admire acres of gladiolus 
blooms which stretch away from the 
pavement, may see among the rows of 
color an overfilled man, well past mid- 
die age, caring tenderly for the flow­ 
ers. 
He is A. E. Kunderd, 
gladiolus 
king, whose experimentation in their 
culture has brought him worldwide 
fame among horticulturists, and a for­ 
tune, too. 
The developer of more varieties of j 
gladioli than any other man, Kunderd ! 
says he is just beginning to exploit 
the possibilities of the flower, which 
attracted him forty years ago. 
Horticultural Sensations 
Less than a score of years ago, j 
gladioli were rare. 
Few fine varie-1 
ties were available. 
Kunderd's moth-» 
ods of selection and his matings pre­ 
sently began to 
produce new and 1 
choicer varieties, laying the founda-7 
tion for the production finally of the 
ruffled gladiolus, his masterpiece. 
It 
is a type with beautiful ruffled petals, 
and its introduction was a horticul­ 
tural sensation. 
He has a more farflung goal, how'-' 
ever, than being a gladiolus producer. 
He wants to sec in his lifetime a flow­ 
er garden in the yard of every Amer­ 
ican home. 
That will he a reality, 
he believes, within the next ten years. I 
In the national and western glad­ 
iolus expositions this year, at Ro­ 
chester, New York, and Des Moines, 
Iowa, Mr. Kunderd, won more than 
three-forths of the total awards. From 
almost every country horticulturists 
have come to his farm of several hun­ 
dred acres to take back hi* methods 
of gladiolus hybridization and speci­ 
mens of the flowers.

ing the skin toned up, thus warding 
off colds. 
But it is not a panacea. 
Many people react badly to the cold 
bath. 
Before indulging in this prac­ 
tice regularly, one’s reactions should 
studied and the advice of a physician 
rendered. 
“On the other hand, a warm cleans­ 
ing bath should he taken a t 
least 
three times a week; many scrupulous 
people demand one once a day. The 
ideal time to take this hath is at the 
retiring hour and the water should be 
between ninety-five and ninety-seven 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
. , 
“Very hot baths inducing perspira­ 
tion art? excellent for some pennons, 
hut by no means for all. 
If such a 
bath leaves one exhausted, 
then it 
should he definitely avoided. 
Retir­ 
ing time is again 
indicated as the 
proper period in the day for this bath. 
“Vapor-Cabinet, electric and Turk­ 
ish baths .should not he taken unless 
physical fitness is assured. 
While a 
periodic bath of this character 
is 
beneficial to most people, there are* 
many others who are harmed by them. 
A physician’s advice should he sought 
before indulging in baths 
of 
this 
character regularly. 
“ In any event, ‘Cleanliness is next 
to Godliness.’ 
Bathe often, bathe 
logically and stay well, 
And. don’t 
forget—drink plenty of w ater!”
